WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gressional farm leaders have 
won passage of a compromise 
omnibus farm bill that includes 
crop, support terms designed to 
increase food production, and 
liberalized food stamp rules for 
the needy. 
.Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz, who sent word President 
Nixon would sign the measure, 
has already announced be will 
use authority included in the 
four-year bill to support major 
1974 crops without requiring the 
idling of any acreage. 
The first crop affected will 'he 
1974 winter wheat, which will 
be planted before autumn. 
The House passed the bill by 
an easy 252-151 margin Friday 
night as many urban Demo­ 
crats, prodded by organized 
labor, joined a bipartisan farm 
bloc coalition .in. oubmaneuver- 
ing conservativo who wanted 
to tack on a brv on food stamps 
for strikers. 
'Then, the Senate immediately 
approved a minor, “innocuous” 
House amendment, added by 
the farm bloc as part of a 
parliamentary 
maneuver' to 
prevent consideration of the 
striker issue, and shipped the 
bill to the White House on a 
routine voice vote. 
New Price Plan. 
The massive measure in­ 
cludes a new “target price” 
support plan for' grains and. 
cotton which some administra­ 
tion experts predict will lead to 
expanded production while cut­ 
ting subsidies on those crops 
from. '$2.8 billion this year to 
around $800 million in 1974, first 
year of the new programs. 
In addition, the bill reduces 
the ceding on gri a in-cotton 
subsidies from the current 
$55,000 per crop to $20,000 per 
farmer —although it leaves big 
cotton planters free to side-step 
the ceiling. 
It also gives Butz power to 
force an increase in the 
con" rolled price of foods like 
beef by certifying to the 
President that controls must be 
eased to prevent or cure 
shortages.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Su­ 
preme Court Justice WiRiam O.

matter before the entire court. 
A quorum of six justices is 
probably 
available in

Immediate Washington area. 
Meantime the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in New York has 
scheduled a hearing on the 
merits of the case for Aug;..

Douglas said the merits of

Indiana Gas Co. Given Right 
To Cut Service To Industries 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — 
Authorization for a utility to 
limit or curtail natural gas ser­ 
vice to certain customers during 
supply shortages was granted 
Friday for the first time by the 
Indiana, Public Service Commis­ 
sion. 
Indiana Gas Co., which serves 
customers in 42 counties, was 
granted approval to make such 
restrictions for some industrial 
and commercial users of their 
product. 
However, W. W. Hill, Jr., PSC 
chairman, said, “I expect th e 
same authority will be given to 
most gas utilities soon. I be­ 
lieve this fuel shortage is going 
to be more severe before it 
gets better. A lot depends on 
the weather next winter.” 
Hill stressed that the guide­ 
lines by which the new tariff 
rule on curtailment of gas' ser­ 
vice were based came from the 
Federal Power Commission and 
did not represent the desires of 
the Indiana commission. 
Residential Users Protected 
“The need for this new rule 
resulted from the curtailment of 
Indiana Gas’ interstate pipeline 
suppliers which follow the ‘end 
use’ priorities established by the 
Federal Power Commission,” 
Hill said. “The Federal Power 
Commission gives residential 
and small commercial users the 
highest priority, with lower prio­ 
rities to industrial consumption.* 
Hill said in his opinion “it is 
not right to add new residential 
customer»” at a time a utility 
has to curtail gas supplies to 
customers who provide jobs in 
a community. But he added 
“We .resent it, but we have no 
authority to prevent it.” 
Hill predicted periods of un­ 
employment, this w inter or next 
because of work reductions caus­ 
ed by gas curtailments. “How 
nice will it be to stay home 
in a warm home if you have 
no paycheck?” he asked.

(UPI) — 
a greatly improved method of 
diagnosing the cause of severe 
jaundice in newborn babies may 
be in general use within one 
or two years, Berkeley scien­ 
tists say.

NASA, NSF Study Solar Energy Use 
WASHINGTON - The direct 
heating and cooling of buildings 
may well be the first large 
«cale use of solar energy, ac­ 
cording to a study by the 
National Science Foundation 
and NASA. 
About twenty-five per cent of 
our present energy consumption 
is used for this purpose, mostly 
from oil and gas. The NSF- 
NASA 
Solar 
Energy 
Panel 
estimates that solar heating 
systems are now 'Competitive 
with electric heating systems 
and. with the expected in­ 
creases in the cost of fossil fuels 
and improve'; technology, will 
become com petit ve with oil and 
gas. 
Big Savings 
The addition of refrigeration 
systems would tend to make 
soiar heating systems even 
more competitive. The panel 
estimated annual oi and g s 
savings on the order of $3 to 
4 bill.on per year by the year 
2000 if large scale use of solar 
energy for both heating and 
cooling purposes were realized. 
Twenty buildings are now 
being heated with solar energy 
in the U.S.Air Conditioned 
None of the solar-heated 
homes have solar-powered air 
conditioning, and with the ad­ 
dition of air conditioning they 
could then be used nearly 12 
months of the year. Solar 
powered air conditioning will 
also help reduce summer peak­ 
load requirements. In areas and 
buildings where solar energy is 
used, it is estimated 1hat solar 
energy will supply an average 
oí 75 per cent of the buildings’ 
thermal, energy needs. 
Solar energy can be used for 
heating and cooling of buildings 
by using flat-plate collectors 
with a black surface to absorb 
the sunlight. This surface is 
covered with one or several 
panes of glass which reduce re­ 
radiation and convective heat 
losses. The collector is insulated 
on the sides and back to prevent 
c o n d u c t i o n and convection 
losses. 
Water, air or some other fluid 
is passed through the collector 


and can reach temperatures 
from 140 degrees F to greater 
than 200 degrees F. The thermal 
energy from the fluid is then 
s ored in a heat storage con­ 
tainer to provide energy for 
night 
time 
and 
inclement 
weather. The thermal storage 
can be in the sensible heat of 
water or rocks or in the latent 
heat-of-fuMon of certain salts. 
Two Systems 
Coupled to the heat storage 
system is a heating loop and 
a cooling loop. The heating loop 
takes heat from the thermal 
si or age system to heat the 
building. The cooling loop takes 
heat from, the thermal storage 
to operate an absorption or- 
mechanleal 
air 
conditioning 
system. Also connected to the 
heat storage loop s an auxiliary 
heater. The purpose of this 
heater which uses conventional 
fuel is to supply thermal energy 
to either the mat ;:g or cooling 
system during pe.ri.ods of in­ 
clement weather. 
The principal factor limiting 
the adoption of soiar heating 
and 
cooling 
systems 
for 
buildings is the lack of well- 
engineered, reasonably priced 
sjsiems. Key technology areas 
needing attention include low 
cost, long life collectors, low 
cost, 
cooling 
systems 
and 
sys.em optimization. 
NASA Research 
NASA is wo: king on the 
collector problem and is seeking 
means for increasing efficiency 
and reducing costs to one or 
two dollars per square foot of 
area versus1 the current $4 per 
square foot. In addition, a 
system optimization study is 
planned. Finally, as part of 
Nasa’s contribution to con­ 
serving energy in our own in­ 
stallations, 
consideration 
is 
being given to install ng ex­ 
perimental collectors as an add­ 
on to an office bui ding to be 
built at the Langley Research 
Center. As a part of this study, 
the savings in energy con­ 
sumption possible from im­ 
proved insulation and better 
opera lag practices will be 
determined.

Ban On Food Aid 
—An increase of about 6.5 per 
cent in minimum milk supports 
for the 1973-74 and 1974-75 
marketing seasons. 
—A ban on “Food for Peace” 
aid to North Vietnam unless 
specifically authorized by Con­ 
gress. 
—And a proviso ordering toe 
Agriculture Department to give 
food stamp recipients two cost- 
ofdiving adjustment®' annually,, 
starting next January, instead 
of the 
present once-a-year 
recalculation. 
The stamp adjustments mean 
that a family of four which now 
gets a stamp allotment of $116 
monthly will go to $124 or 
higher next January 1 instead 
of waiting until next July 1 for 
its next increase.

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CONSERVATION FARCE 
Minnesota, like many other regions of 
the United States which are blessed with 
both forests and the wonders of lakes, 
streams and wilderness, has felt the pres­ 
sure of the single-minded preservation­ 
ists who forget that wood, like bread, is 
a mainstay of life. 
The price of this preservationist ex­ 
tremism was indicated when a timber 
company official expressed concern over 
the fact that in Minnesota “. . . recent 
Forest Service estimates indicate 28 per 
cent less wood available new than was 
reported just five years ago. Withdrawal 
of additional lands for restricted use and 
excessive mortality due to old age and 
insects seem to be* the most likely expla­ 
nations for the overall loss in wood avail­ 
ability.” 
The pressure to halt productive utili­ 
zation of forest lands in the name of pre­ 
serving wilderness areas threatens wood 
products supplies and countless thou­ 
sands of jobs. Writing laws to prevent 
timely harvesting of commercial timber- 
lands that provide essential materials 
for millions of homes is a travesty of 
conservation — a travesty compounded 
by the fact that, under present-day for­ 
est management, wildlife, recreational 
needs and greater forest productivity can 
be combined in a single package called 
“multiple use.” 


STRIKE VANDALISM WRONG 
For the sake of customers of General 
Telephone, telephone employes and the 
company itself there are hopes of a swift 
settlement to the strike of the Commun­ 
ication Workers of America. 
While the strike is in effect the right 
to strike must be duly honored. 
However, the public will not tolerate 
acts of vandalism involving the damage 
of telephone cables and pedestals. 
Vandals have used rifles or shotguns 
to damage cables or pedestals through­ 
out Wayne County. Most of these inci­ 
dents reported to the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s office have occurred since Gen­ 
eral Telephone unionists went on strike 
a few days ago. 
If these acts can be linked to the 
strike, or in fact caused by some of the 
strikers themselves, the public will re­ 
ject such intimidation, and the strikers* 
cause will be severly damaged.

Out Of Rocks

CINCINNATI (UPI) — Chef 
Joe 
Daugherty serves* up a 
scrumptious looking meal. 
His old Kentucky ham looks 
succulent and juicy, his baked 
potato appears piping hot with 
a tender skin and his biscuits 
look like they’d melt in your 
mouth. 
But 
you’d 
need 
teeth 
of 
diamonds 
and 
a 
cast 
iron 
stomach to digest Joe’s food. 
It’s all rock. 
Joe, a dentist from Lexing­ 
ton, Ky., collects rocks for a 
hobby. 
One 
day 
Joe 
began 
seeing the shapes and colors of 
food in his stones and, as Joe 
puts it, he began “ hamming 
up” his rock collection. 
Joe placed his “ stone cold 
meal” on display here as part 
of the 1973 Midwest Gem and. 
Mineral show last week and his 
booth was the hit of the exhibit. 
From three years' of collect­ 
ing rocks 
in 15 states have 
come dozens 
of stones 
that 
from just a few inches away 
are mistaken for prepared Pood. 
His “child’s 
plate” 
special 
looks 
like 
a 
cheeseburger, 
French fries and a soft drink. 
But 
the 
bun 
is 
actually 
sandstone rock, the meat is red 
chalcedony from Kentucky and. 
the cheese and fries are yellow 
quartz from North Carolina. 
Small 
pieces 
of 
gleaming 
tumbled 
garnet 
from 
North 
Carolina 
makes 
up the 
soft 
drink and the collection makes 
you want to sip from the glass 
they’re placed in. 
Joe 
also 
embellishes 
his 
‘food” 
to 
make the display 
more realistic. 
The 
potato is wrapped 
in 
alum;!num. foil and looks as if 
it’s just been taken from the 
grill. 
A 
buttering 
knife 
is 
placed 
next to 
a 
“ loaf* of 
sliced bread, while rocks that 
look exactly like prime steaks 
are placed on a hibachi. 
Joe lists all his rock foods on 
a restaurant menu, which he 
distributes to persons stopping 
by to savor his display. 
“The meal started with the 
potato,” Joe said. “A friend 
found the rock and wanted me 
to cut it up. I said, no, this is a 
potato. He Let me keep it and 
from then on I started seeing 
food in 
the rocks I had and 
looking 
for food in rocks I 
found.” 
Some 
of the rocks 
are 
displayed just the way they 
were found 
and others 
have 
received, only minor polishing 
and cutting.

In 
school you didn’t really learn a 
darned thing about economics. 
We Americans are, says the 
Joint 
Council 
on 
Economic 
Education, economic illiterates! 
The council is an indepen­ 
dent, 
nonprofit, 
nonpartisan 
educational organization aiming 
to improve and encourage the 
economic education movement. 
It 
hopes 
sometime to erase 
economic Illiteracy. 
The council’s platform: every 
citizen must have the ability to 
understand 
and 
objectively 
analyze economic issues for Ms 
own well-being as well as for 
the good of national progress. 
Its 
principal 
medium 
for 
expanding and improving eco­ 
nomic education is a network of 
state 
and 
local 
affiliated 
councils on economic education, 
college and university centers 
for 
economic 
education 
and 
cooperating school systems. 
There are 49 affiliated coun­ 
cils in 46 states. Groundwork 
has 
been 
laid 
to 
start, 
up 
additional councils in Arizona 
and 
Michigan. 
Alaska 
and 
Vermont 
are 
the 
only 
two 
states without activity toward 
establishing affiliated councils. 
The council hopes eventually 
there will be 
an 
economics 


education 
segment 
of 
cur­ 
riculum from kindergarten to 
grade 
12. 
Knowing

A melancholy fact of life is 
the continuing rift between the 
United States and France.

Gaullism as Gaullism is a part 
of France. 
U.S. 
refusal

Britain was* a major factor in 
De Gaulle’s decision to have a 
nuclear deterrent and to build 
it from scratch if he could not 
buy it. 
French Raid Dollar 
The leading role played by 
the United States in NATO was 
the 
decisive 
factor 
in 
his 
decision to pull French forces 
out of it and to expel NATO 
installations from French soil. 
It was necessary, he said, that 
France resume control of its 
own destiny. 
And 
it 
was 
resentment 
against the world role played 
by the American dollar that led 
to French raids against it and 
to French demands that gold be 
restored to its former eminence 
in world economics. 
As 
American-owned 
firms 
moved into France after the 
founding 
of 
the 
European 
Common Market and eventually 
became responsible for 10' per 
cent of 
French exports, 
De 
Gaulle 
accused 
the 
United 
States 
of exporting 
its own 
inflation to Europe. 


And 
as 
American 
industry 
moved into the French steel, 
automotive 
and computer in­ 
dustries he began taking steps 
to limit American investment in 
France on the ground that it 
threatened to take over indus­ 
tries 
essential 
to 
French 
security. 
This is the philosophy ac­ 
countable for current French 
testing of nuclear devices in the 
Pacific in the face of interna­ 
tional protests. 
Conditions Imposed 
And it surfaced, again in the 
decision of 11 European nations 
to abandon their own independ­ 
ent space program, which had 
proved a costly faEure and to 
join with the United States in 
the program that will follow 
Apollo. 
In the 10 years 
in which 
nations have joined schoolboys 
have been shooting mice and 
insects into space under various 
scientific labels, the Europeans 
had spent more than. $1 billion 
in cooperative space projects. A 
series 
of 
failures 
rewarded 
their efforts. 
Even then 
France imposed 
conditions. The Aug. 1 agree­ 
ment to join the U.S. space 
program also contained agree­ 
ment to set up a new European 
Space agency (ESA) by next 
April 1. It will, build a satellite 
to which Britain will contribute 
56 per cent of the money and a 
rocket to which .Franc© will 
supply 
62 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
money. 
France insisted on. the rocket 
to keep European independence 
in case 
the 
United 
States 
someday should deny Europe 
the use of its launchers. 
The same argument is used 
in defense of France’s nuclear 
program. 
It is necessary, it is said, to 
preserve French independence, 
ignoring the fact it also could, 
invite French destruction. 


On The Farm Front

past year. But an alliance of 
consumer - oriented critics of 
corporate agriculture and big 
food industries is preparing to 
focus on another factor in the 
national grocery bill—the food, 
middleman.

High­ 
tower heads the Agribusiness 
Accountability Project, a foun­ 
dation-financed private research 
group wMch is one of the or­ 
ganiza* ions joining in the new 
campaign. 
“Rather it is funneled from 
Millions of farmers* into the 
hands of a few corporate buy­ 
ers that eventually peddle it to 
millions of consumers,” High­ 
tower added. 
“Increasingly, those middle­ 
men have the power to hold 
back production of food or to 
store huge 
supplies of food, 
thereby 
limiting 
the 
amount 
that gets to market. With this 
ability to manipulate supplies, 
corporations have the power to 
boost prices. American consum­ 
ers 
have to decide whether 
they want this kind of corporate 
■control of the food economy,” 
Hightower said.

Senate Vote To 
End Beef Freeze 
Means Little 
W’ASHINCTON (UPI) — The 
Senate voted overwhelmingly 
Thursday to immediately lift 
the ad m inisi;rat ion’s cont rev e r- 
sial freeze on the price of beef. 
But the measure was delayed 
for at least a month by the 
House Rules Committee. 
This left the freeze—which 
the meat industry says is 
producing a beef shortage and 
the beginnings of black market­ 
ing—in effect until its scheduled 
exipiration Sept. 12. 
The Senate voted 84 to 5 to 
immediately let beef producers 
pass on the;r increased costs to 
consumers. This followed a 
round of 'speeches in which the 
freeze was a t t a c k e d as 
“stupid,” “naive,” and “ mis­ 
begotten.” 
Sen. John G. Tower, R Tex., 
author of the measure to end 
the freeze, predicted “a virtual 
explosion in the price of beef,” 
when the freeze expires next 
month. S e n a t e Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield, co­ 
sponsor, said, “as far as 
slaughterhouses in Montana are 
concerned, they are just about 
going out of business.’*

“The purpose of the tumor 
registry is to abstract statistics 
on every cancer patient admit­ 
ted to our institution,” Miss 
Smith said. “The data includes 
the primary site of the tumor, 
the tissue type,, the treatment 
received, family history for can­ 
cer, and sometimes things like 


smoking history, employment 
and birth control tablets. We 
follow these patients for the rest 
of their lives, by a foliowup se­ 
cretary who writes to' the pa­ 
tient or the patient's family phy­ 
sician.” 
The follow-up, she said, tells 
things like recurrence patterns, 
time between treatments, a n d 
survival, time, to help evaluate 
the treatment. 
7-Hospital Information 
Many large hospitals have tu­ 
mor registries, but Miss Smith 
directs a central registry, which 
gathers information from seven 
hospitals in Lafayette, T e r r e 
Haute and Indianapolis, and bi­ 
ennially sends statistics to the 
National Cancer Institute. The 
NCI code for reporting cancers 
is used by the cooperating hos­ 
pitals and makes it possible for 
Miss Smith to provide the hos­ 
pitals each with a comparison 
of a similar hospital so t h e y 
can evaluate their cancer pro­ 
grams. 
Small hospitals do not neces­ 
sarily have tumor registries. 
Some large hospitals have re­ 
gís,tries, but, prefer their o w n 
coding system, so are not cen­ 
tral registry members, Mi s s 
Smith said. 


Federal funds, through the 
National Cancer Institute, have 
financed the central registry 
here for 2® years, or an annual 
great basis, Miss Smith said. 
She said the NCI warned mem­ 
bers those funds may dry up, 
so she thought of going to the 
state. The cost would have been 
nominal, she said—maybe $1500, 
“We had hoped we could pub­ 
lish statistics of our own. We 
would like to say, ‘So many per­ 
sons are living that have lung 
cancer this year,’ ” She said 
she thought statistics published 
about cancer tend to emphasize 
deaths, not cures. “If we pub­ 
lish some living statistics in­ 
stead of just death, wre might 
change the public’s attitude to­ 
ward cancer.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Research physicians at the 
Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory 
and the University of California 
here say an improved method 
of diagnosing the cause of 
severe Jaundice in newborn 
babies may be1 routinely availa­ 
ble within one or two years. 
The method tests for carbon 
monoxide levels in the blood, 
which enab'es the physician to 
observe the progress of the 
blood diseases hour by hour.

With the increase come more 
hazards. 
Taking note of same, the 
National Safety Council esti­ 
mates that 1,100 persons were 
killed and approximately 50,000 
injured 
in bike-related 
acci­ 
dents Vast year. 
.Accordingly, the council, act­ 
ing with the Bicycle Institute of 
America and a leading manu­ 
facturer, has drawn up a list of 
Articles of Safety. 
“ If every bike driver would 
follow these...to the letter, the 
appalling toll...could be greatly 
reduced,” 
said 
Harold 
Hel- 
dreth, manager of the council’s 
youth activities department. 
Here they are: 
—Obey all traffic regulations., 
signs, signals and markings. 
Bikes 
should 
be 
driven 
as 
safely as any other road vehicle 
and they are subject to the 
same rides of vehicular traffic 
... a good rule of thumb is to 
avoid congested streets and use 
bikeways, lanes or paths where 
possible. 
—Observe 
all 
local 
ordi­ 
nances pertaining to bicycles. 
Registration and licensing, in­ 


spections, driving on sidewalks, 
etc., may all be 'Covered by 
local laws. 
—Keep 
right. 
Drive 
with 
'traffic, not against it. Drive 
single file. Keep as close to the 
curb as possible. When driving 
two abreast, a minor swerve 
could force you into traffic. 
—Watch for drain grates, soft 
shoulders and other surface 
hazards. Be careful of loose 
sand or gravel...watch out for 
pot holes. 
—Watch for car doors open­ 
ing or for cars pulling into 
traffic. 
—Don’t carry passengers or 
packages that interfere with 
your vision or control. A good 
rule is "one person, one bike * 
unless it’s tandem. Use baskets 
or luggage carriers for pack­ 
ages.

business’s

another’s good fortune. 
Richard A. Niglio, the former 
all-Ivy League halfback at Yale 
who heads the Mister Donut 
division of International Multi­ 
foods Corp., saw the opportuni­ 
ty to get choice locations for 
franchises 
when 
the 
fuel 
shortage closed gas stations. 
“ We 
obtained 
a 
dozen of 
these locations 
and probably 
will get some more,” be said. 
“ It’s relatively easy to remodel 
a gas station in a good location 
into a donut shop. It’s the right 
size, has the proper parking 
facilities and isn’t too fancy, 
not too much to rip out,” Niglio 
said.

Service station operators in Ma­ 
dison County may well rue the 
day they started a gasoline 
price war more than six months 
ago—it may haunt them next 
week and force them to dose 
their pumps, at least temporari­ 
ly. 
Already suffering because of 
allocations imposed upon them 
by their suppliers, the nearly 
100 dealers in Madison County 
and 
adjacent 
Middletown 
in 
ry County believe the Phase IV 
Henry County believe the Phase 
IV economic controls will drive 
into the red 
On Jan. 10, the dealers were 
locked in a' price war. Most of 
them were selling regular gaso­ 
line for 31.9 cents per gallon 
and their profit margin was at 
its lowest in five years. 
Next Wednesday, according to 
station owner Fred Whipple, the 
dealers must revert to their 
Jan. io profit margin although 
gasoline is now back at its nor­ 
mal price, 39.9 for regular and 
43.9 for premium. 
The major brand dealers met 
Wednesday to consider 'the im­ 
plications of the new economic 
controls and Whipple believes it 
is fairly dim. 
“The way most dealers feel 
is that they either are going to 
shut down or strike and not sell 
gasoline,” he said, unless some 
special exemption can be grant­ 
ed them from the Jan. 10 pro­ 
fit determination date. 
The gross margin of profit on 
Jan. 10 was 5.9 cents per gal­ 
lon as compared with the nor­ 
mal, and current, 8.5 cents, 
Whipple said. Gasoline c o s t s 
dealers 31.6 cents now and it 
did also during the price war, 
but then they received p r i c e 
support from their major brand 
suppliers because the oil com­ 
panies supported the pricing 
war. They won’t under Phase 
IV. 
“That arbitrary date just hits 
us on the wrong day,” Whipple 
said. The dealers have tele- 
gramed President Nixon, Gov­ 
ernor Bowen and the Indiana 
Congressional 
delegation 
ex­ 
plaining their dilemma and ask­ 
ing for relief. 
“AH we ask is that we be a* 
lowed to operate at the same 
profit margin that we have had 
in the last five years, which we

in view of how prices have 
risen in. 'the last five years,” he 
said. 
“Why pick on service station 
owners, who as a group proba­ 
bly have one of the lowest pro­ 
fit margins of anybody?” he 
said. 
Besides the possible profit re­ 
duction, Whipple, owner of a 
Marathon station, said alloca­ 
tions ha ve caused some dealers 
to dose ?or several days, par­ 
ticularly at the end of t h e 
month. 
“I have run out of one grade 
of gasoline,” he said. In an 
effort to stretch his allotment, 
based upon 90 per cent of sales 
last year, Whipple asked his 


largest commercial account, an 
auto dealer, to put only f i v e 
gallons in each new oar sold 
instead of the normal 10 gall­ 
ons of gasoline. 
The new economic controls, 
Whipple said, “will make it al­ 
most impossible to live with al­ 
location and the rollback of the 
profit margin, especially when 
some of the higgler stations are 
subject to new minimum wage 
requirements. 
“Some of the dealers think 
they may not sell gasoline and 
just leave their stations open 
for whatever service they can 
get; although I doubt whether 
they would have many custom­ 
ers,” he added. 
Something Mysterious Killing 
Virginia Bees; Experts Puzzled

BERRYVILLE, Va. (UPI) — 
Arlington Palmer hasn’t had 
m«ch luck since he moved to 
Berryville six months ago to 
become the largest, but most 
disaster-prone beekeeper in the 
area. 
Less than three months after 
taUng over the Old, Virginia 
Honey 
Company, 
a 
then- 
prospering business, Palmer s 
bees started dying. The bee kill 
has continued and has wiped 
out 
a 
third 
of 
Palmer's 
'Colonies. 
The 
mysterious 
death 
of 
Palmer’s bees and those of a 
number of other beekeepers in 
the Northern Virginia area is 
puzzling state experts who say 
the situation is hopeless unless 
the cause of death is discovered 
soon. 
About 80 per cent of Palmer’s 
Income comes from honey. 
"I’ve just 
about 
lost 
the 
honey now ... it’s too late to do 
anything,” said 
Palmer, es­ 


timating his total loss to be 


near $25,000. 
The death of the bees also 
will 
affect 
apple 
orchard 
owners 
who 
rent 
bees 
for 
poi lena t ion 
purposes 
in 
the 
iprkig of each year. Palmer 
xaid 
the 
loss 
of so 
many 
colonies is going to force the 
price of rental bees from. $5.50 
to $8 or $9. 
“ Even if the price doubles, 
it’s not going to help me on my 
toss,” he added. 
Palmer scoffed at the sugges­ 
tion of federal subsidies—“it’s 
worth about two cents” —but 
r.aid that if he doesn’t get some 
sort of indemnity payments he 
will never make it. 
The government pays beek­ 
eepers for loss of colonies due 
to pesticides. If pesticides are 
not responsible for the kill, then 
no 
indemnity 
payment. 
In 
Palmer’s case, no one has been 
able to determine the reason 
and he can’t even begin filing 
for any reimbursement.
